Paid System of Guards 


Would Require Legisla- 


tive Appropriation 


LITTLE ROCK.— (IP) —Thc prison 


"trusty" guard system is under fire 
in Arkansas, both from within and 
without the official prison family. 


The recent alleged drunken escapade 


of a life term "trusty" guard sent to 
return other prisoners to Tucker pris- 
on fam, precipitated the outburst. 


Chairman Walter Helms of the slale 


penal board is opposed lo the 10- 
year-old system which permits only 
thc use of trusties as guards over the 
other prisoners. 


But it cannot be abolished speedily 


because thc hiring of 
paid 
guards 


would require a legislative appropria- 
tion which cannot be made until the 
regular session of 1935. 


The use of trusties in lieu of paid 


guards came about because of the 
steadily mounting deficit of prison 
operation, but last year, the prison 
"broke even" because of good crops 
and a generous government check for 
plowed up cotton. 


Helms said he would propose aboli- 


tion of the trusty system "at the prop- 
er time." 


Newspaper criticism also has been 


directed at the system, but former 
Warden S. L. Todhunter and other 
former prison officials defended it, 
contending that long term prisoners— 
particularly those sentenced for non- 
premeditated slayings—make more ef- 
ficient guards than men who would 
be interested in the small salaries that 
could be paid if thc trusties were re- 
placed.

The new wr«y of laying out » garden. 


A correspondent writes. "What do 


you do when you have two children, 
one four years old and one two? You 
can't stand with your hands on your 
hips and yell 'Shut up' all day.' 


No. Madam, you pan't. You can. I 


should say, but it's about as worth 
while as asking tho wind to stop 
blowipg. They wouldn't know how. 
The four-year-old might, for a few 
minutes, but as you know, he forgets 
almost instantly. 


Of course, you 
can make them 


afraid, and stop development. That's 
easy. It has been the indoor sport ot 
parents for centuries to make litltc 
children afraid. 


But by this time every one should 


know that such a course makes them 
cross, stupid and unhappy if it is 
kept up long enough. You realize this 
or yoif would not have written. I 
congratulate you on your good sense 
and intelligence. 


Nature Plays Part 


Your two-year-old is developing her 


body and her instincts. She is learn- 
ing co-ordination of mind and mus- 
cle, deepening her impressions by be- 
ing active. Lady Nature is training 
her own child by little noise-making 
experiments, great movement of body 
and a magnificent curiosity. 


The four-year-old is the 
greater 


problem. Children are born three 
times. At birth, again in the 4th, 5th 
year period, and again during adol- 
escence. In each of the 
last 
two 


phases there is a complete 
readjust- 


ment of social attitude, that is, the 
point of view toward the world. 


It is quite easy to set the attitude 


of the four-year-old against people. 
His reactions will be according ot his 
nature. He may retire into himself 
if constantly scolded, and become a | 
shy. shamed little shadow, remaining i 
such all his life—futile, cowardy, and 
beaten before he starts. Or he may ! 
camouflage 
this spirit-cringing 
by 


turning bully. His pent-up but en- 
tirely unconscious resentment may not 
turn on his mother but on every one 
else around him. Or he may fight 
openly anil graiikly any one who tries 
to control. 


Reprimand Discretely 


During this period of soical adjust- 


ment, he is developing personality. 
Everything he sees or does, every ex- 
perience he has he interprets in terms 
of "self" or as it is called "ego," a 
most important emotion-center of the 
mind. He can be made or broken by 
his treatment. It is now that he will 
develop an incurable "inferiority" i£ 
entirely discouraged.. 


This docs not mean that he can al- 


ways have his own way, but repri- 
manding should be of the sort not to 
:eave permanent mental scars, and too 
much punishing and scolding will do 
this very thing. 


Keep both children busy. The old- 


-r child particularly needs to have 
diversified toys that provide activity. 


•p his hours as regular as the 


baby's. Don't interpret everything as 
naughtiness. The "will" is a definite 
part of tocial development and asserts 
itself. Don't argue. Give in some- 
times and don't sometimes, but don't 
argue. He won't always obey, par- 
ticularly a positive command—the "do1 


command. 


Times passer;. Gradually both will 


be quiter as reason and other, things 
tone them down. Be as cheerful as 
you can and act-opt the inevitable. 
Little children will be noisy, disobe- 
dient and thoughtless a great deal of 
the time.

tivation can be done easily. It has to 
be a garden area by itself, and yet 
it may not be n disogreeable sight if 
it is properly planned. 


.Usually beds of-varying sizes are 


made and they arc hard to cultivate, 
in fact they can bo token carp of only 
by a hoe. 


If the flowers are planted in straight

This means that plants must bo j 


grown in rows, but they do not need ' 
•Jraight or at right angles to the main { 
path. By laying out the rows cnre- i 
fully before nlonting, it is nn easy I 
matter to keep them in curves as j 
shown in the accompanying sketch. 
, 


After the ground has been spaded, j 


or plowed and rnkcd, the center path j 
first is slaked out. With siring tied | 
to a stnke sot in the^ center of the | 
path, mark off u circular line. Vary 
the distance between rows depending 
on tho need of the flower thot you 
expected to plant. 


Measure off this distance and move 


the stake down the path. 
In this 


way every row has the same curve 
no matter how much one row varies 
from another. 


The value of the curved rows is 


that, walking through the garden, you 
cannot'see the dirt between the rows. 
The garden oppears filled with flow, 
ers-.

The streets of Paris, most beautiful and romantic 


to look at in nil of Europe, are the borne of a mob— 
n mob whose tradition goes back for centuries, u mob 
which has changed dynasties, altered the destinies of 
nations and changed the course of world history. 


This mob dates 'way back to the middle a^es. 


when factions of rival claimants to royal power 
scuffled and fought along Ihe muddy alleys by the 
Seine. It has been repressed over and over again, so 
that people have forfoiten it, and a visitor lo "the 
most civilized city in the world" never dreams of us 
existence. But it is always there, dark below the 
turface. ready to break loose when its hour comes. 


A little thing can briny it up. In 1789 the French 


government was unable to balance its budget. Out 
of the ensuing deliberations came confusion, and in 
the confusion the tocsin w;is .sounded; and the mob 
swept up from nowhere, to tear down the Bustille. 
roll a king's head in the dirt, turn raw democracy 


loo.'e on a startled world, set off a ferment that is 
mill working—and to subside, fimllly, only before 
Napoleon's famous whiff of grape-shot. 


It rose again in l'J30, and again in 1848. and again 


in 1871. It has fought with paving stones and pikes, 
with clubs and with rifles. It has ruled nil of France 
ijtid it has set Europe to shuddering. Because of it 
the guillotine has clanked, and soldiers have killed 
one another in Spain and Italy nnd on the plains be- 
fore Moscow. Forever ropres-sed. it is forever aris- 
ing anew. 


In the broad Place do la Concorde, where the mob 


of 1!)34 battled the troops, Louis XVI lost his head— 
nnd Dunton. nnd Marie Antoinette, and Charlotte 
Corday, and many another. And as the b.irricudes 
went up the other clay, and all of France rocked witn 
turmoil, the .spectre of the unaccountable once more 
leorcd at Europe.

contracts (this to protect the equity 
of contractors who had thousands of 
dollars tied up in equipment). 


Spoils Arc Split 


It was under this law that it is 


charged Brown and the airmail op-' 
erators carried on their abuses. 
By 


this time, you see, big money had 
come into the industry, and lines al- 
ready were being drawn under the 
control of two or three big companies. 


And here is what happened: 
"SPOILS 
CONFERENCE"—Brown 


called the operators in, and they .sat 
down to diyide up the new routes 
among themselves. But they didn't 
agree on what they wanted, so Brown 
took charge and built his own airmail 
"map." 


EXTENSIONS — Congressmen 
say 


that it was their intention thot ex- 
tensions literally should be extensions, 
thtat is, small additions to routes al- 
ready existing. 


But Brown gave out huge exten- 


sions, some far longer than the orig- 
inal line, some jutting off at angles, 
ujnietimcs a second extension on the 
end of u first extension. 


No Bidding on "Extensions" 


Tlie result was that out of the 12.000 


miles of airmail routes added during 
Brown's regime nearly 8000 were "ex- 
tensions," on which there was no bid- 
ding whatever. 


NEW 
LINES-Congrcss 
intended 


that non-mail carrying lines (of which 
there were many, clamoring for mail 
subsidies) should have u chance to 
bid on all new airmail routes. 


But only two important new routes 


were let under Brown—the central 
;md southern trnnscontincntnls. 


Many independents wonted to bid 


on these lines. But at the last min- 
ute tlie specifications were changed, 
requiring six months of night flying 
by the bidding line. 
Not an inde- 


pendent line in America could qual- 
ify. 


Some companies already flying mail 


also wanted a chance at these two 
lout; routes. But, it was ehorgcd he- 


| tore the Senate committee, the op- 


erators were told that if they dared 
submit a bid they would lose the 
contracts they already had. 


Awards Cttt and Dried 


When the bids were opened, there 


wns only one bid on each line (except 
lor a brave independent, whose bid 
was thrown out). Gossip had fore- 
told thot the routes would go to cer- 
tain companies, and they did. 


On the foregoing 
are 
based 
the 


charges of fraud and collusion, on 
which all contracts were 
canceled. 


And the case of the airmail operators 
wasn't helped any by revelations of 
gigantic salaries and bonuses paid to 
officers of companies receiving sub- 
sidies, and of vast riches run up in 
the stock niiirket on shares of sub- 
sidy-collecting companies. 


With that background, hero are the 


two sides to the question of whether 
Roosevelt did right or wrong, first the 
arguments for complete cancellation: 


Tilt re was a "spoils conference," at 


which the operators tried to divide 
the airmail map to suit themselves, 
and there was an "understanding" 
among optrutors that only certain ones, 
would bid on those two trailscon- 
linentiils. 


Monopoly Is Effected 


A monopoly on airmail has grown 


ill,, and outsiders have been I.,. . 
away from the trough. 


On the strength of their government 


contracts, many companies have put 
c-.ut vast issues of slock and skyrocket- 
ed it into millions for the lucky hold- 
ers:. 


The administration is said to feel 


Ihtal fraud hus been shown clearly, 
and that every operator who attended 
the "spoils conference" was equally 
guilty. 


Arguments against complete can- 


cellation follow. 


That many of 
the 
operators are 


fiuiltless in that they did not ask for 
or receive any' extensions or new 
contracts under Brown's regime. 


That many of those who knew of 


the "understanding" to restrict bid- 
ding on the transcontinental did not 
take part in it. 


That cancellation of all contracts 


punishes some 5000 innocent employes. 


That, despite abuses, the airmail op- 


crater? had built up the greatest air 
transport system in the world, and 
that complete cancellation perils 'the 
industry.

9,009 Children Enabled to 


Attend School, But 


3,813 Are Denied 


L I T T L E ROC K.— <VP) —Tuition 


charges are keeping open 23 "free" 
schools in Arkansas this yew. 


Tlie parents of 9.009 children are 


paying from §3 to $7.50 per pupil to 
insure that the current depression does 
not deprive them of efforts to advance 
along with the children in more for- 
tunate communities where tax yields 
aro greater. 


The state dcpurtmen* of educatipn 


has completed a stud 
of this situa- 


tion, revealing that in ;4 counties tui- 
tion or fee schools art Njing operated. 


While 9,009 children are shown to be 


receiving the benefits of these schools, 
Dr. Howard A. Duwson, statistician, 
says that 3.813 other children in those 
fame communities are denied school 
this year because their parents arc- 
unable to pay tuition. 


To the above figures must be added 


others, since a number of communi- 
ties, including Pine Bluff, have gone 
on a tuition basis since the depart- 
ment gathered the figures. 


Logan appears to be the hardest-hit 


county fo fur as school revenues are 
concerned, because it leads in tuition 
schools with six. There are 1.360 pu- 
pils in them, but 1,050 children in the 
:-i\ ciiMricts huvu been denied school- 
inn through inability of their parents 
to pay.

If you or any other member of your 


family should happen to fall victim 
to an ailment that resembles djsen- 
tery, you will be very w-ise to obtain 
immediate medical attention. There is 


i a distinct possibilit> that the trouble 
:Miay not be dysentery, but the much 
more serious ulcerative colitis. 


Ulcerative colitis is a condition af- 


fecting the bowels, arid which, in 
some instances, resembles acute in- 
fections with dysentery, but which. 
because of certain special character- 
istics, represents a different tj pe of in- 
fection from that of the dysentery 
bacillus, or the amebae which cause 
amebiasis. If you get ulcerative co- 
litis, you probably will sufer frist from 
indigestion, pain in the abdomen, loss 
of weight, and weakness, and have ex- 
tremely loose actions of the bowels. 
"The condition develops vapidly. On 
examination a severe inflammation is 
found at the lower part o£ the bowel. 


Unfortunately, in many cases, pa- 


/tients either attempt to treat them- 
seives for this disorder or else fail to 
have the condition studied with suffi- 
cient, care to determine certainly its 
nature. 


One of the first things many people 


do is to resort t orepeated washings 
of the bowels by various methods. 
Such intestinal irrigations are likely 
to be of little, if any, avail and us- 
ually are harmful; often they increase 
the irritation and the frequency of ac- 


' lion. 


Much more important is rest of the 


tissues concerned. Rest may be brought 
about by changing the diet to cut 


I down the amount of residue in the 


food. 


If you ' are a victim, perhaps you 


should avoid feeding 
entirely 
for 


brief periods and let your body be 
nourished instead with foods of a 
nutritious character, to be given by 
your physician into the sjcin or even 
into the blood. 


This, however, should not be long 


continued because the disease itself 
tends to deplete the body. As soon as 
possible, you should have foods that 
are rich in calories, minerals, 
and 


vitamins. 


In some cases it becomes possible to 


localize certain germs associated with 
the disease and to prepare serums by 
injecting these germs 
into 
horses. 


Such serums seem to be useful in 
some lases. 


These obviously are the cases with 


which the correct germs are isolated 
and in which the 
specific 
serum 


reaches the cause. 
'Because 
of 
the 
resemblance of 


chronic ulc^rative conditions of the 
lower bowel to the various forms of 
dysentery that have been desc"ibed, 
and also to other conditions o 
the 


bowel which are 
associated with 


bleeding and mucus discharges (for 
example, cancer), you should be cer- 
tain to obtain a positive diagnosis at 
the earliest possible moment.
